Checkered Career of the Brilliant Stone 


After the Death of Charlies the Thaid. |. 


Some Facts About the Imwvention of 
Diamond Cutting. 


Louls de Berquem, says tradition, 
was a poor jeweler’s workman, but 
he fell in love with the daughter of a 
wealthy jeweler. This avaricious fa- 
ther would not give his daughter in 
marriage to any man not possessed of 
gold. Louis, having neither “expecta- 
tions” from relatives nor favor at 
court, sought to make his fortune. He 
had often heard the father of his be- 
loved remark that the man who discov- 
ered a method of cutting diamonds 
would become very wealthy, for up to 
that time they knew nothing more 
than to scrape off the gravel, and the 
diamond was left in its native state. 
Nether lime, fire nor the mill could af- 
fect the diamond. 

After many investigations and deep 
thought Louls bethought himsel_. that 
iron is fashioned with steel, which is 
| only hardened iron, and it occurred to 
him that perhaps the diamond would 
yield to the diamond. He made an 
experiment, which was at once crown- 
ed with success. 

A few days later he presented him- 
self before the rich jeweler with two 
diamonds cut Into facets. He obtained 
the hand he sought and amassed a 
great fortune by his secret, which he 
divulged only after he had become 
wealthy. 

King Charles the Timid was the 
principal customer of Louis de Ber- 
quem. The fastidious enemy of Louis 
XI. then possessed a large diamond, 
since become celebrated, accounted 
among the finest of precious stones 
But this diamond was ill shapen, and 
the fires which it beid burned in Vain. 

Louis de Berquem cut and polished 
this stone, and nothing could equal the 
joy of Charles the Timid, when the 
jeweler Drov gag@ him the great dia- 
mond, so glitiering with light that it 
lit up the darkness, and this to such 
an extent that the prince said, “It will 
serve me as a-ficht lainp.” Berquem 
recelyed $000 ducats for his work. 
AS for the diamond, this Is the’ one 
which was found in January, 1477, on 
the body of Charles the Thuld after 
the battle of Nancy. <A soldier picked 
it up, sold {it for one gold piece to a 
priest, who in turn sold It for three 
pleces of gold to a inerchant, who took 
it to the Duke of Florence 

From the hands of this prince ft 
passed into the pussession of the kin’ 
of Portugal. He sold it for 70.900 
francs to one of the companions of 
Henri III., Nichoms de [Tariay, }aragn 
of fancy. Sinve this time the frst 
large diamond to be cut Is known as 
“the Sancy.” 
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DANGERS OF TYPHOID 


WORSE THAN SMALLPOX 


Pg typhoid is . greater cause for 

rm than small was the express- 

ne of Dr. Hod efts, provincial health 

officer, in handing out a tabulation of 

the deaths in Ontario for the month 
of October. 

There were 123 deaths from typhoid 
reported in the province, as against 50 
in the corresponding month last year. 

It is evident that people are prepared 
to drink water flavored with sewage 
rather than take adequate precautions 
for t' » protection of their water sup- 
ply. se said. ‘The public go wild over 
w& scare of smalipox, yet there was an 
sage of four eaths a day from ty- 
phoid and not a single death from 
smallpox, tho 50 cases were reported.” 

Retur’s from 718 division registrars 
show an .ncrease in smallpox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and typhoid over the 
corresponding month Aes year. The 
50 cases of smallpox were in the Coun- 
ties of Elgin, Bruce, Frontenac, Grey, 
Simcoe, aterloo, York and Peter- 
bore, 

Fifteen municipalities were visited 
with the disease, and Dr. Hodgetts 
say’ these municipalities are losing 
mone, thru the loss of trade to their 
merchants on account of laxity in em- 
ployi ing. the oe real safeguard, ‘*vacci- 
nation.” He admitted that anti-vacci- 
nation was gaining ground, and he de- 
plored this. In his opinion the city of 
Kingston had been subjected to a loss 
of $50,000 in the last few weeks on this 
account. 

While scarlet fever returns show an 
increase of over 100 caces over October, 
1807, there was only one death more, 
Of the 318 cases of diphtheria, 4 
deaths occurred. The total deaths 
from all causes were 2328, making a 
death rate of 13.8 per cent, in 1000, re- 
presenting a population of 2,012,000.

There is mention of a flat) diamond 
with six sides, of a heart shaped dia- 
mond, of a diainond with elcht sides, 
of a lozenge shaped dinmond, of a dia- 
mond potnted on four sides and of a 
reliquary in which was set a diamond 
cut in the shape of a shield. 

Histery informs us that 150° years 


before the first work of Louls de Ber 
quem there were at Paris, at the cor- 
ner of the Corroyerte, several dinmond 
cutters, 

The Duke of Bursundy, after a fas 
tidious repast given at the Louvre to 
the king and the French court In 1448, 
offered to his noble guests cleven din- 
monds estimated to be worth 7S6 
pleces of gold, the meney of the pe- 
riod. 

It is hardly possible to suppose that 
these were uncut dlamonds; all of 
Which goes to prove, uotwithstanding 
some opinious, that Louis de BDerquem 
did not invent the process of diamond 
culting, 

It is no less interesting to follow the 
fortunes of the Sane y a little further. 
It remained in the Saney family some 
time, and “Henri III, took it from 
them, It was destined to serve as a 
pledge for the raising of a body of 
Swiss soldiers, but the scrvant intrust- 
ed with bringing this diamond to the 
king was attacked, put to death, and 
the diamond was thought to be lost. 
Finally it ‘was discovered that the 
servant bad been assassinated in the 
forest Dole and through the care 
of the pric bad been buricd in the 
Village cemetery. Then the Baron de 
Sancy resolved that the diamond must 
not be lost. In fact, they found it in 
the stomach of the hapless, faithful 
servant, who swallowed it at the mo- 
ment that he feli. According to the 
inventory of 1791 the Sancy weighed 
oo™% carats, 

Tt disappeared in 1792 to reappear in 
Russia. Its value is estimated at a 
million franes. Before the revolution 
It was among the French crown jew- 
els.— New York World.

STOPS AND POINTS. 
Punctuation Originated in the Third 


Century. . 


Punctuation by means of stops 
and points, so as to indicate’ the 
meaning of sentences and assist the 
reader to a proper enunciation, is 
ascribed originally to Aristophanes, 
a grammarian of Alexandria, Egypt, 
who lived in the third.century B.C. 
Whatever his system may have 
been, it was subsequently neglect- 
ed 4nd forgotten, but was reintro- 
duced by Charlemange, the various 
stops and symboTs being designed 
by Warnefried and Alcuin. 

The present system of punctuation 
was introduced in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century by Aldus 
Manutius, a Venetian printer, who 
was responsible for our full stop, 
colon, semicolon, comma, marks of 
interrogation and exclamation, par- 
enthis and’ dash, hyphen, apos- 
trophe and quotation marks. 
These were subsequently copied by 
other printers, until their use be- 
came universal. 

Most ancient languages were in- 
nocent of any system of punctua- 
tion. In many early manuscripts” 
the letters are placed at equal dis- 
tances apart, with no connecting 
link between, even in the matter of 
spacing, an arrangement which 
must have rendered reading at sight 
somewhat difficult. ‘

Foremost in this movement is a 
society known as the Hotokukwai,

vancement. Its main strength is 
being put forth in improving rural 
conditions and in making life in the 
rural communities more worth the 
living through the extension of 
amusements, ‘charities, education, 
social features of one kind and 
another, and by the development of 
agricultural enterprises. 

It has organized the young people 
‘everywhere and started branches in 
| about 210,000 of the smaller hamlets 

and villages of Japan. The Hoto- 
kukwai is assisted in its laudable 
efforts by the Government of Japan, 
jwhich gives it money from time to 
time; by the heads of the various 
prefectures and by the villags them- 
selves. It has built up an agricul- 
tural society in every prefectural 
district, separate ones in the larger 
_towns, and put over all of these a 
, central agricultural agency in Tokio 
'to aid and direct them. If any of 
‘the members of the numerous 
branches of the society choose to 
visit one of the big cities they are 
‘conducted by a representative of 
the organization through its schools, 
factories and workshops and shown 
its most interesting sights. The so- 
ciety likewise issues a number of 
‘periodicals aad papers for the in- 
struction and intellectual awaken- 
ing of its members. The Agricul- 
tural Association of Motosu dis- 
trict recognized the advantage of 
‘using the influence of Buddhist 
priests for improvement in agricul- 
ture. So in August, 1906, seventy 
of various sects 
_were called together and instructed 
‘how to cultivate rice, barley and 
, vegetables, and how to hunt the in- 
| jurious insects. Tie attempts prov- 
ed successful and the results were 
j;remarkably good. 

To foster the spirit of industry and

Tracking Evildoers. 


Yoar by year I attend trials of 
‘police dogs’’ in Germany and Aus- 
tria, where man hunting dogs are 
trained and bred for police pur- 
poses and where dogs have become 
a branch of the police organization, 
writes a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Telegraph. In Germany there 
is a society called the Association 
for Furthering the Breeding and 
Employment of Police Dome and 
ideas on the subject are exchanged, 
all experiments with dogs being 
carefully reported. 

Years of thorough and painstak- 
ing study were devoted to this sub- 
ject before suitable breeds of dogs 
were obtained and proper methods 
of working the dogs were di:cov- 
ered, Originally Brunswick was 
the headquarters of the German 
police doggy men and when canine 
assistance was required one of the 
officers at once set out with a dog. 
These officers and dogs often trav- 
elled long journeys, going as fas as 
Paris and Constantinople on two 
occasions. 

The German trainers soon came 
to the conclusion that not even the 
most perfect dog would carry a 
line three or four days old when 
he was not in a perfect working 
condition, as he would not be after 
a long train journey. Before any-

A good culture is also essen 
tial, but owing to the diffoulty of 
getting skim or whole milk, ‘and 
the extra care that a cream culture 
takes, few of the makers use one 
continually. The cream in the vat 
should be stirred often to get an 
even temperature and acidity. If 
left without being stirred, the 
cream around and next to the cold 
water and ice will be colder and 
thus develop less acid than the 
‘cream in the centre of the vat, 
i} which will be of a higher tempera 
jture, thus not giving ao exhaustive 
ichurning.
